$100,000 was appropriated by the town 
for the structure, which considered 
the last word in schoolhouse construce- 
tion. 

The building is of water struck brick 
with stone trimmings and the exterior 
is most attractive. There are three 
stories, with the audience hall located 
on the ground floor, The hall contains a 
balcony with opera 
the cement floor,

lecture and entertainment purpoves. 

The 16 class rooms have been fitted | 
throughout with pressed steel desks, the 
latest thing on the market in school 
furniture The building is of fireproof 
construction, all the sechoolroom floors 
being of cement overlaid with maple. 
Terazzo floors are laid in the hallways 

d metal lathing adds to the safety 
fhom fire. In the basement are 
manual training and science 
rooms, which will later be eqttiipped with 
everything needed for this kind of work. 

The building contains teachers’ rooms, 
well appointed offices for the principal, 
superintendent of schools and the school 
committee. It is equipped with a tele- 
phone system, automatic clocks, electric 
lights and vacuum cleaning plant. A pri- 
vate fire alarm box connects the struc- 
ture with the central station. Nothing 
has been omitted that would add to the 
comfort and happiness of the approxi- 
mately 750 pupils who will attend.

centrated wealth is engaged in undermining 
and impairing political and commercial integ- 
rity. At first glance it might seem that the 
campaign fund and the money trust inquisi- 
tions have little in common; as a matter of 
fact, the evil assumed, and to a considerable extent revealed, is the 
same in both instances. At the bottom of the unrest and protest 
that find expression in the work of these investigations is the belief, 
amounting almost to a popular conviction, that great wealth, repre- 
sented by industrial and financial groups, is disposed at times to use 
its power in certain circumstances, in such a manner as to imperil 
the general welfare. 

It cannot be doubted that in connection with all charges made 
against “big business,” “combined wealth,” and so on, a great deal 
more is assumed than can be established. It has become an all too 
common practise to impugn the motive of every man of large affairs 
who takes a more than passive interest in politics. It is too readily 
taken for granted that the individual or concern entering into some 
large scheme of development is impelled by the most selfish and sor- 
did of motives. To put it in another way, it is too often forgotten 
that the rich man of affairs is none the less an interested citizen 
because ot his riches, and that he may be moved to take a part in 
politics by motives very similar to those that prompt the poor man. 
As often is the fact overlooked that enterprise is as ambitious as art, 
and that it may be, and very often is, influenced quite as much by the 
love of achievement for its own sake as by regard for the money 
profit. Men and groups of men may be judged, theretore, not so 
much by their opportunities for doing harm as by their record as 
citizens. 

This can be true without minimizing in the slightest degree the 
offenses committed by those in “big business” and “big finance” who 
forget the obligations that go with power of all kinds. From those 
to whom much is given, much is expected. Their responsibilities 
increase with their opportunities. In the larger and higher, and 
truer, sense, that which they have 1s not theirs to misuse at pleasure, 
but to use for the general good. ‘They are trustees rather than own- 
ers. Whether they will or no, they will be held accountable for the 
manner in which they administer their trust. 

The two committees of Congress to which we refer are working 
wong lines that must bring to light much information of value to the 
people. No doubt the testimony will show urgent need of reform in 
both cases, but the inquiries will as surely pave the way for addi- 
tional forward steps in political and industrial morals.
